Meeting of fire wardens to invoaiigato 
rcapooting tho contract for constructing 
cistern at tho corner of Nortli Park atroet 
and Quadra srteet, on the rescdiition of 
Goun. I^lcLean. 

Mr. Harris stated that the c<piit i-,ict was 
awarded to Oilligan and Catlic;ii t §170, 
tho next lowest tender h()ing.,AViHi.'} Jipnd 
at SSiO. Tho contract [jiiciu'd^d ' the'^ re;] 
moval of tho earth. » iTti^B i 
Willis Bond, examined said: — I made 
arraiigonionts to move tlio earth, tho con- 
tractors' stating that they had to doit un- 
der tho contract, '.' I was to rocoivo $37 
for the work. I had roinovcd a fow loads 
when Couna. Kinsman and Buyd came 
up. Kinsman said to mo, " Aro you 
chargpig tho contractors for moving the 
earth ? I replied, it is not always that J 
laugh at a.councillor; I work for silver, 
not for fllay. Kinsman thou said, if the 
contractors have to pay you for this the 
sooner thoy dischiirgo you tho better for 
them. I said to Conn. Boyd if tho Coun- 
cil intended to move the earth at thoir 
expense I should like to have tho job. 
Boyd and Kinsman replied thoy had a 
man to whom they were going to give the 
work who was entitled to it. I asked who 
it was. They replied Mr. J. W. NVil- 
liama. At this time I was negotiating 
with Mr. Spencer to sell liim the eartli 
for Slf). Questioned by Coun. Kinsman. 
Did I not tell Oilligan that Mr. Williams 
would be here to-morrow to take away 
tho earth ( No; 1 did not hoar it. Coun. 
Wriglesworth askod if ho (Bond) had of- 
fered tho contractors before signinR the 
oontraot a sum of monoy to throw up the 
contmot and let him take it ? Mr. Bond 
replied, the contractors proposed to me 
to give tliom ^.lU and they would throw 
up tho contract, liefore I gavo them an 
answer I called upon Coun. McLean and 
asked him what was he goinj' to do with 
the tenders for the cistei ii i Couu. Mc- 
lean said that h'u bad spoken- to Mr. 
Harris hbout it, who said that the con- 
tractors had not tendered according to 
plan and spocilication. Ho (Coun. JIc- 
Lean) did not know how it would be; it 
was left in tho handii of Mr. Harris and I 
had bclteraeo Mr. Harrisnboutit, but that 
the lowest legitimate tender would get tho 
job. I afterwards saw Oilligan and offer- 
ad him §26 not to sign tho contract. Ho 
would not accept my odor. After tho 
contractors had signed tho contract they 
made an agreement with mo to remove 
the earth for 837. 

Coun. "N'igelius examined — Did you 
sanction the removal of tho earth by tho 
City Council ! Mr. Kinsman asked me 
if I would agree to its rcmoy.il by tho 
Council, or tho contractors would throw 
up tho work, havinj^ taken it too low. I 
answered that I would .agree that tho 
Council should do it. Did you know that 
Bnw^ had arranged with tho contractors 
'\' -i('vo * I-...! earth for 83"^ Answer— I 
■■ot, 

CuUii, Sliakoflpcarc examined— Di.I you 
consent that tho Council should remove 
tho earth ! Coun. Kinsman caino to mc 
after tho contractors had begun thoic 
work and 1 cpiwcntcd to tho Co\inqii .ro-i 
moving tho earth. I did not knovr th'if ' 
Bond had agreed with llic conlractora to 
Diovo the earth for .S.'i7. 

Coun. Boyd examined— Coun. Kinsmau 
and I went to see tho contractors soon 
afrer thoy had begun the work. Tho con- 
tractors wanted tho Council to remove 
the earth, as thoy had taken tho work too 
low and could not make grub. Thoy had 
contracted with Bond to move tho earth 
for 837, and Bond was going to 8(dl tho 
earth for "a bit" a load. Bond told mo, 
when Kinsman and I were at tho cistern, 
that ho had contruclod to take away tho 
earth for ?37. Coun. Kinsman and I 
concluded that it was bottorfor thaOoun- 
oil to put on teams, take the oarth away, ■ 
and use it on tho streets. We had not at 
this time arranged with any ono to niovo 
tho earth. 

Qoun. AYriglesworth examinod--When 
tondora wero received in Council Bond's 
tender was §349, Gilligan's §179. Tho 
city engineer's estimate was §3-17. I wa.s 
satisfied that the contractors could not do 
tho work for tho money. I rocommond- 
od tho street committee that the Council 
should remove the oarth, aa it was in spe- 
cification that the City could claim tho 
earth and remove it. I was satisfiod that 
if this was not done tho contractora would 
throw up the contract and it would cost 
the city more. 

Coun. Kinsman examined — I said in 
Council when tenders were read that 1 
waa sure that Gilligan could not do tho 
work for tho money. I talked after\-;ard3 
With tho City Engineer, who said tiiat tho 
contractors ought to have sent in a price 
for moving tho earth alon;,' with their 
tender. I said the contractora have but 
little oKpononce and that ive ought not to 
exact too much from them. That we 
might tako tho earth uway, but that tho 
contract specified that tho contractors 
should do it. I wont to soo tho contrac- 
tors when they were working. Gilligan 
said: Wo want you to tako tho oarth 
away. I replied. You havo tho contract 
to do it Gilligan said: It is optional 
with the Council to do it or not. I said 
again: You munt do it. fiilligan replic 
You ought not to be too hard on a poor 
man. as you kiiou' it is optional with 'l.c 
Council todoitor not. Irejdiod: Woll.l will 
see tho Council about it. Aftorwaids 1 
saw Couns. Boyd, Vigolius and tjlmkes- 
peare. iTh^sj agrood that tho|Cpnnbil 
should do the work of movihgthooarlli." I 
went tn see Onun. McLean about it, but- 
ho was out. I should havo said that I 
first saw Mr. Harris and hoard from him 
that it v.'as optional with tho Council to 
roniovo tho earth or not. Boyd and 1 
talked over tho matter as to whom.wc 
should give tho job to rdmivo tlio earth 
and agreed to give it to Mr. J. ,W. -.Wil- 
liams, as ho had not done any work for 
us of late. Wo told Mr. WTllianis'to send 
his teams to do tho work next morning. 
Directly after telling Mr. Williams, Boyd: 
and I wont to Gilligan at tho work, and 
told him that wo would send toams to do 
tho work next morning. Bond wlio was 
there said, why not let mo move tho 
earth? I answered, -vie havo already got 
a man to do it, you havo just liad a $iC9 
job. Then 1 said, are you charging tho 
contractors foe moving tho olay f Bond 
Mivann ovaiivo answer.. I then said to 
.Bond, BIB you BolUngitJl Ho^ tppUod. 



that will not pay you. .1 asked Gilligan 
"If ho was p.ayiiig Bond for moving the 
earth! Oilligan would not roply. I said, 
if j'ou aro you liad bottor got rid of him. 
If Coun. Boyd's statoraont waa correct, 
that when lloyd anil himself wcntfto the 
ciatern to soo the contractors, thoy, Boyd 
and himsolf know, that the contractora 
had agreud to pay Itoivl for moving tho 
earth, then ho (Oyiin. Kinsman) v/ould 
givp up, aa this was what Coun. McLe-^n 
•hadjcharged thorn with, but for his part 
hwid not know it. 

Coun, Boyd, subsequently stated to tho 
Mayor that ho wished to correct his state- 
moot, .".a 01} thinking tho matter over ho 
felt convihcod .that .Coun. Kinsman 3 
statement Wjt.s correct, to the efToot that 
beforo going to tho contractors Coun. 
Kinsman and himsolf had arranged with 
Mr. Willianu toiilove the earth."

A CONSTITUTIONAL VOKFLK'T 

iMPENitiNG IN aiutMAyy. 

There is trouble brewing in Ger- 
luany. The rcficnt elections resulted 
adversely for the government, and on 
the 8th inst. an imperial rescript dated, 
Jan. 4th, countersigned by BiSMARckj 
wns addrcascd to the Prussian niinis- 
trv- The re-script states that the right 
nf the king to direct the government 
and policy of Prussia irt accordance 
with his own judgment is rostricteti, 
not abrogated, by that constitution. 
The official acts of the king require the 
counter sijgpuature of a minister and are 
carried out by his ministers, but they 
remain oflBcial acts of tho king in 
whose power they originate, and who 
in thorn gives constitutional e.Kprt^s.sion 
to his,Wrill. ; Tkareforo-it fs.(j»ot, per- 
niissable to grant Iboir exercise "as pre 
ceeding from resjjonsibility of minis- 
tera Tiie Prussian constitution i.s tlie 
expression of tlie monarchical tnuUtiou 
of tliis countrj', whose development 
rests on the relations of. its kings to 
the people. These relations cannot bo 
transferred to ministers, becau.se they 
appertain to the person of the king, 
and their maintenance is necessary for 
Prussia. It is therefore my will that 
in Prussia and also in legislative bodies 
of the empire, no doubt will be al- 
lowed in regard to niy constitutional 
right or-that of my successors to per- 
sonally direct the polioy of governiiiont. 
It is the duty of niy ministers to sup- 
port my conatitutional rights by pro- 
tecting thom from doubt and obscurity, 
and I expect tha .same from all officials 
who have taken an oath of loyjilt^ to 
me. I am far from wishing to restrict 
the freedom of elections, but function 
aries entrusted with the execution of 
my official acts arc bound to support 
the policy of my government nvon to 
elections. I shall ackno',vle(l:4e tlio 
faithful discharge of this duty, and j 
shall expect all oiiiciuls, remembering i 
their allegiance, to hold aloof, oven at I 
elections, from all agitation against my i 
government. Berlin papers cautiously 
discuss the imperial rescript, which is i 
regarded as fulfilling the threat of an 
impending conflict conveyed in recent 
articles in Berlin semi-ofllcial organs 
and i^Y^&p^T^pi Political Correapotulence, 
The Vhl^ee'^^eUimy says: "A conflict- 
can now hardly be avoided. May the 
nation support its representatives in 
theirefforts to protect ourcon'jtitution." 
The Zeitnng believes tlie rcfi-ript was 
not called for in recent debates in the 
reichstag, the object of which was only 
to prevent the person of the emperor 
from being drawn into discusiiion. It 
says there is everj' reason to deprecate 
the conflict. Liberals would deplore 
such a conflict without, however, being 
deterred from jiursuin? the objects 
which they liavo in view, as the pre- 
sent state of things is not their fault. 
The article concludes that the fidelity 
of the Prussian people to the consti- 
tution will again outlive a conflict, and 
the rest of Gorniany will not fail to 
follow the example. The Volkcs Zei- 
tmig considers the rescript as the fore- 
runner of a shortly impending cri.sks. 
The Tagehlatl regrets the ixnpleasant 
position created for officiais by the re- 
script, which, it believes, is destined 
to produce much sorrow and trouble. 
Since the parliamentary conflict, "20 
years ago, so deep and universal a sen- 
Ration has never bean created as by the 
rescript addressed to the Prussian min- 
istry. The gravity of the situation is 
patent to everybody.

The cliargo of rrci iviny stcdon cattle, 
well kiinwiiii; the i-aino to have been 
stolen, against .John Dooley on remand 
from r'riday last was again proceeded 
with. JSIr. A. Y. 15. Davie for the pro- 
.seeiition and Jlr. l)ral;o ami Mr. Theo. 
Davie for the tioit nee. 

i\Ir. Theo. Davie wished to recall some 
of the witncases for the prosipcution. At 
the previous cn(|uiry, as had been then 
intimated by Mr. Drake, tho defence was 
wlidliy unprepared; the charge having 
been laid only a few hour.s before tho 
casB was brought int.; Cotii t. An ad- 
iidjournment liad been api.!. •! for in 
vain. Now, howpvor, M?- L'>Hilcy was 
prepared to go on with tiie ■.nf.c, and to 
irrefragably prove tho faU.iy of tho 
charge. iMany vitnes.sea would be called 
whine evidence oonn.sel was satisfied 
would, to the s.-. 'isf 'ctioii of the Court. 
roni(ivo the /y)-i'/n(! /iici'i' impression m:ido 
against tlio defendant. 

Suporintendout 'J'odd recalled— I have 
had conversations with McNeil; I did 
not tell liim that if ho would give evi- 
dence and succeed in convicting Mr. 
Dooley he would not got more than two 
ye.iis himself; JlcHeil asked mor,ue.stioiis 
118 to what term of imprisonment he w.is 
likely to get; 1 said 1 could not tell; 1 
never made any staiomeni; to him as to 
tlie impri.srinnient ; he asked if he gavi; 
<'videiici- of what he know in the case 
whotlu-r it would make anj- ditfcronce as 
lo ilia imiirisnnment; 1 told him perha[is 
it would and perhaps not; I told him per- 
liiips he would get more, perhaps loss; 1 
had a talk with Sliielcla; he told me the 
same story ho gave in evidence; no pro- 
iwiae of any kitul was ofl'ercd to .Shields; 
McNeil told nic he expected lie was goiiig 
to pay for all tho sina of stealing for some 
years back; 1 told .McXeil that it de- 
Ijonded on tho cllect of his statement with 
tho judge whVithcr it wonld lighten his 
sentence or not. 

Mr. T. Davie here .said that ^fcNcil 
would bu required and that it would be 
iieoesaary that ho ahnild ni>t know for 
what purpose he %vas wanted. 

,Supt. O'Connor replied that he had .al- 
rea/iy beeri sent for and that the police 
would n it have any coniinunication with 
him. ' 

III the interim l\rr. Davie proposed to 
call one of the witncases fur the defence, 
Mr. John Fiulayson,as he was a bi'.sinoas 
man and it was desirable tiiat iiis time 
should not be taken up. 

Mr. A. E. 1!. Davie raiaod the objec- 
tion that in the present eiupiiry, which 
was iiieroly a preliminary one, the Bench 
hail no jurisdiction or power to hear any 
evidence for the defence, Init must coin- 
iiiit oivdiBcIuirgo tho prisoner according 
only to the evidence for the prosecution. 
Cour..';ol »cricwcd the Canadian statute, 
32 iind IV^, Vic. c. W, proscribing the du- 
ties ot' magistrates in such a case as this, 
iiiid wliich is .a roiiriut of Jervis Act of 
the Imperial rartianicnt (11 and 13, Vic. 

■12) and quoted the casu of Regina r.s. 
(Uflrden.L. R.,o,2,B. D. p. 1, and other au- 
tljBptiestuahowtliatunderthelafcterstatute 
there was no power to receive evidence 
f ir rh.3 defence; that such power in Eny- 
iand ha.d Hubsei|ueiitly been conferred by 
"Knssell Gurney's" Act, 31 and 30, Vic. 
c. 36, but that no such provision had 
beeiJ adopted by the Canadian Parlia- 
ment. 

Mr. Drake replied thai, larv v>ri.T griier- 
ally composed of common sense; that no 
uiiin was to bo condemned unh;-ar(l, and 
(hat tho Acts merely prevented the de- 
fendant issuing subpiouas for his wit- 
nesses #nd having tlwm bound over; but 
that otherwise when the witnesses were 
called tho Courtjjhad full power to cxani- 
ino them. 

Mr. Theo. D.ivii- niinaiked tlia,t whiil- 
over the law of the case miglit be the 
prosocution seemed terribly afraid of tiie 
truth coming out. The attempt to have 
tho case decided upon the ejyparte atate- 
inonts of the witnesses for the j)rosecu 
tion, relying upon technical points of law 
to ccclude tho true state of the case-, re- 
duced tho prosecution into a persecution. 

Ml. A. K. B. Davie said they were only 
proceeding according to law. 

Tho Police Magistrate after consulta- 
tion with Mr. MciMillro ruled in favor of 
ilie nfajections,and held that the evidence 
A;ould not be taken lui behalf of the de- 
ienco. 

Mr. Di'a.ko said that tho pro.secutioii 
ivaa e\'idently determined to shut tlie 
nuiutlis cif tho defence. They would not 
give time at a former liearing for pre- 
paration, and uuu- tlud tlio di'l'eiin- wa.s 
ready they were proliiljiteil froin cU;ariiig 
up the case and proviufj conclusively, as 
they'^ero-prepfirpd to'rtn, that Mie charge 
was unfounded. 

The Bench had no objectiouji to Mc- 
N'eil being recalled. 

Wm. McNeil recalled — E.xaniined by 
T. Davio — ITe said that ho had revcr 
ujatlsi any statement to anybody that he 
had cattlo in I^Ietchiwiu or at Happy Val- 
ley; ' was interested i?'. u farm at Happy 
Valley .with George Brow j; waa interest- 
ed in thD'c.ops; I'had v.u fettle; that ter- 



minated ioat spring; I know James Dud- 
geon; I never told -Jamoa Dudgeon that 
I had a band of cattle at Happy ^'allcy, 
but I told him there was a band there; I 
never told him I could bring the cattle 
'uto town dressed; I told him they could 
1)0 killed there; I did not say who could 
'.'iW them; I did not ofl'er him to bring in 
half a dozen at a time. I don't recollect 
what my intention was in having this con- 
versation with Mr. Dudgeon; I never 
said a word about cattlo thttt'^hud come 
from Alberui; 1 have had no conversation 
with Mr. J. D. Pembcrton since I have 
been in prison; never saw liiin; I have 
had a talk with Mr. Todd; he wanted to 
find out about the stock, if there was any- 
thing else that I had been doing; don't 
recollect anything else; there miyht have 
been something else but n.it interesting; 
1 never aaked iSIr. Todd what tenu of iiii- 
priaonment I was likely to get, or words 
to that cllect; I am quite aiiie i never 
aaked Mr. Todd whether if 1 gave evi- 
dence it would maks any ditl'eronce in 'be 
term of my imprisonment; never hiuiany 
such conversation with Mr. Todd; Coi.iyo 
Brown might have had cattlo at Hai-py 
Valley; 1 knew of some; have scon some 
calves, cows and a few steer.* belonging 
to Bi'own; had seen two oalvea, two cows 
and two or thrro steers; did not know 
what becanteof them; Brown t(dd wit- 
ness that he had a lot of cuttle on the 
mountains that he hud got with the es- 
tate; did not know where Tom Delaney 
lives; iiounht the horse at the St. Charles 
Hotel; knew Dolaney on San Juan 8 or 
10 years ago; did not know whether he 
had gone back or iiot; had dealt a good 
deal in horses, in buying and selling and 
breaking them in; had been city pound - 
keeper; had had no conversation with 
Shields in person; had a conversation 
with him ii! a private room in this build- 
ing; bad talked about the case; the po- 
lice put them together in tho room; 
Siiields was not under arrest; never said 
a word about two years' iinprisonniont. 

A question was hero put down as fol- 
li.ws -Did you ever tell Shields that Todd 
hail told you that if you gave evidence 
which would convict Dooloy you would 
only (Zul two years' imprisonment. 

Answer— Never said anything about 
two years. 

Q. —Did you over make any atatement 
to that eflect to Shields. 

Witiioas— Wait a while and let nio 
think a bit; after awhile witness said ho 
did not recoiled whether ho ever asked 
Shields if be could give any evidencothat 
would help to convict Dooley. 

i.iiiostion - Did you not toll .Shields 
that It would be far better for liitnsolf if 
he could stick it on to Dooloy. 

.Vn.nver— I did not, nor anything tu tho 
same etlect; was in the dock when Dooloy 
ga\e his evidence; did not think it was 
against me; thought it was moro of an 
explanation as to where ho got the cattlo 
from; to my knowledge it was not evi- 
tlenco against nio; witness did not want 
to (pie.ition anybody. 

Mr. Pomberton here referred to a 
elauao in lloacoe and remarked that it 
might appear harsh and ))erseciJlioii and 
not urosBcution— as had been said by one 
I of the learned counsel for tho defence — 
j if tho evidence for tho defence was not 
! Iiea."d. 

I Mr. .v. E. B. Davie would not go over 
I the same ground again but said that the 
, auilioritioa were against any snoh proce- 
dure. He took this course on account of 
tho st.ttHtes being in his favor. If ovid- 
I'uce for tho defence was lieard the case 
would likely go on for days and it would 
lie really a trial; the only difference being 
that the bench could not give a decision. 

Mr. Pembcrton replied that it was quite 
possible that an important witness for tho 
defence might die and that would be un- 
just to tho defendant. He was altsious 
to do justice to all parties but he found 
that hia brother magistrate did not .ajireo 
in the view that evidence might be taken. 
However thoy both thought that it would 
be a waste of time to go on with tho case, 
as it uitiiiiatoly must be sent up to a high- 
er court whatever tho evidence might bo. 

Mr. McMillan was inclined to take Mr. 
Davie's view of tho powers of the magis- 
trate and thought it was unnecesaary to 
go on with further evidence. 

Mr. Drake remarked that there waa no 
doubt that Dooley had bought the 
cattlo of McNeil, but it wasj certain that 
McMcil was a perjured liar and his testi- 
money could not bo depended upon in 
any particular. 

The Court here said that as the prose- 
cution was now closed the accused should 
have an opportunity of making liia atate- 
ment if ho saw fit to do so. 

Mr. Drake said that such being the 
opinion of the bench he would ofl'er no re- 
marks whatever on the case. 

Mr. A. E. B. Davio .also remarked that he 
had nothing further to say. 

Mr. Dooh;y in reply to the clerk said 
that ho had already made his statement 
on oath in tho case of Regina v.i. McNeil 
and had nothing further to add.

More Antics of the Prisoner. 



Ho Still Olaims th$ Doity a.3 a Fart- 
npy ia the Work. . . 



\VA.>iiiiNaTO.\, Jan. 7. — In tho Oui- 
teau case this morning Davidge openetl 
arguments upon legal points and was 
followed by the closest attention. 'The 
jury were told by the judge they might 
be excused for the day, but all prafer- 
rcd to remain and listen to aigunipnt. i 
Tho i)risoner assured counsel ho would ' 
not seek to take any part iu the lead- 
ing arguments of to-day, but should 
insist upon making any comments lie 
might deem necessary to set them right 
on either side as the argumentn pro- 
gressed. Gniteau pnjlended to read a 
letter, but in reality followed Davidge 
with the closest attention. The few 
interruptions he made' were unnoticed 
by counsel, save when Ouiteau called 
out: 

" 1 didn't know tho diflerence be- 
tween right and wrong. I liac} no 
choice. If I had I would not liavft 
done it." 

As Davidge resumed, Guitoau again 
shouted; 

" I want to get this thing right be- 
fore the jury, Everyone knows all 
about that Coleman case The jury 
gave a verdict against that cli urge, and 
this )>rosocution knows it well." 

The effect was olecirical wlieii Da- 
vidge in a most deliberate and earnest 
manner said, " Your honor, this liian 
for three weeks was held up to us an 
imbecile, and now listen to him. He 
not only knows the dilTerence bet voen 
right and wrong, but he undisratands 
fully the law of the case" 

Guiteau — Transitory mania; that's 
my case I don't pretend I am insane 
now. I've got a.s good a head ns you 
or Porter either. Scovillo is a fool, 
though. I repudiate him and his 
whole theory of dcfon.sc. All I want 
is two hours before that jury, and 1 
can settle this thing all right. It you 
get the Deity down upon you ho will 
stick to you all your days in this world 
and in the next. You ought to bf 
ashamed of yourself, Davidge, for sell- 
ing yourself for a little filthy lucre. >. 
God Almighty will curse you for pro- • 
secuting me That is the opinion of 
the American press, too. [After a 
pause.] I want to get at that jury for 
a (wo hours' talk. 

Wasiiinoton', Jan. 9, — Guitoau ar- 
rived at the court house about 9:30,'? . 
and wna taken to the waiting room.i ' 
He appeared rather nervous, and hia 
countenance indicated anxiety. When 
he had taken hi.s scat in the dock he ■ 
glanced around stealthily over the 
audience and immediately began an 
harangue evidently intended for the 
jurj^ 

"I have received some 800 letters, a 
great many of them from ladies. 
When I get time I will attend to them. 
I want to send niy greeting to the 
ladioB of America, and thank them for 
their sympathy. They don''t want me 
to be hanged. Public opinion is fast 
changing. I received on Saturday a 
check for .$1000 from a Stalwart of 
Brooklyn, and anotlier for S.'iOO from 
a Stalwart of Now York, I want tliLs 
jury to understand just how public 
opinion is on this case," 

A bailiff here tried to silence him, 
when he turned upon in a most furi- 
ous manner, and shouted out: 

"You keep quiet and mind your 
own business. Do not interfere with 
mo when I am talking. If you had 
any sense you would understand your 
place." 

New York, Jan. 6 — Tho Herald's 
Washington correspondent reports that ' 
Guiteau said to-day: "I just want one 
hour to speak to the jury, and when 
they hear me they will vindicate me. I 
can say more in an hour than Scovillo 
in a day. There are Christian men on 
that jury who will know the trilth of 
my words. I was impelled by the " 
Deity to remove the President, and 
they will see how this is when thoy 
hear my speech, I have no timo to 
talk to people or receive visitors. I am 
busy with my spce.ih. It will cover 
tho entire case It will shflMf ho,w , 
brainy I am, and prove that tho Deity 
never selects a fool to do his work. 
That's all there is in this."
